I never thought 
of raising beets to “sell until late- 
ly, I am sure that Sallie gets as 
much as 40 or 50 cents each day 
from her patch of beets, She used 
a lot of her cow lot fertilizer to 
make them, but it certainly does 
pay in the long run.

Sallie keeps her 
money in piles or lots so she can 
tell what she is making on each 
thing. I’m getting the money she 
made selling cream and butter. 
Sallie has done fine with her cows 
and after I borrowed enough to 
pay our taxes she had more money 
left than she could put in one side 
of her purse. She would not let 
me count it but I saw one ten 
dollar bill and I believe T saw the 
corner of a twenty. She had 
something in the pile that looked 
yellow and I believe it was a twen- 
ty dollar bill. It’s going to take 
a lot of cotton to pay that money 
back. I told the boys this morn- 
ing about it and they all promised 
to do their dead level best to help 
me make enough cotton to pay 
this money back.

LINDBERGH BABY’S | 


DEAD BODY IS FOUND 
NEAR PARENTS’ HOME 


The baby son of Colone] Charles 
A, Lindbergh was found dead on 
Thursday, May 12, The child had 
been murdered, 

The body, lying face down in a 
depression and partly covered with 
dead leaves, was discovered by a 
negro truck driver in a patch of 
woods in the Sourland Mountains 
less than five miles from the Lind- 
bergh home near Hopewell, N. J. 

The discovery was made by acci- 
dent when the driver, walking into 
the woods from the road, found 
what he thought was a child’s foot 
sticking out of the ground and no- 
tified the police. The identifica- 
tion followed quickly. 

The news instantly aroused the 
sympathy and the indignation of 
the whole world, President Hoo- 
yer announced that all of the fore- 
es of the United States government 
would be directed toward the dis- 
covery and arrest of the murder- 
ers, He said: 

“| have directed the law en- 
forcement agencies and the several 
secret services of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to make the kidnaping 
and murder of the Lindbergh baby 
a live and never-to-be-forgotten 
case, never to be relaxed until 
these criminals are implacably 
brought to justice.” 

The New Jersey State police and 
the numerous detective agencies 
which had been engaged in the 
search for the missing baby boy 
had been forced to move cautious- 
ly because of the fear that the kid- 
napers would kill the infant if 
they found themselves hard press- 
ed, But as soon as it was certain 
that the worst had happened, there 
was an instant tightening of the 
lines and the most determined 
man-hunt in American history was 
begun. 

It was apparent that the child 
had been killed soon after he was 
stolen from his crib in the nursery 
on the night of March 1, Whether 
he had been killed with calculating 
purpose by criminals who found it 
advantageous to them to get rid 
of the child, or whether he had 
been thrown there by kidnapers 
fleeing in panic was not de- 
termined. 

The body showed the marks of 
two fractures of the skull, one on 
the left side and the other on the 
right. The latter was a hole a 
half-inch in diameter. 

“Unquestionably it was a brutal 
murder,’ said Dr. Charles H. 
Mitchell, County Physician of Mer- 
cer County, after he had complet- 
ed an autopsy. 

The condition of the body indi- 
cated that the child had been dead 
at least two months, and there was 
a strong vossibility that he had 
been killed on the very night of 
the kidnaping. 

Positive identification of the 
baby’s body was furnished by Bet- 
ty Gow, the nursemaid, about 
whom so much interest in the case 
centered immediately after the 
baby’s disappearance. The gar- 
ments found on the body were tak- 
en to the Lindbergh home and ex- 
amined by Miss Gow there. She 
positively identified the shirt and 
the waistband as those of the baby 
whom she had taken care of and 
to whom she was devoted. The 
sleeping suit which the baby wore 
when he was stolen was missing. 

Dr. Van Nigen of New York, 
the child’s physician, found the 
measurements of the body, the 
body, the formation and size of 
the skull, the number and forma- 
tion of the teeth and the peculiar- 
ly twisted toes identical with those 
of the Lindbergh child, 

Though the search had extended 
up and down the Atlantie coast, 
had stretched from one border of 
the United States to the other, and 
even had included many cities in 
Europe, the child had been lying 
all those weeks near the home from 
which he had been stolen, and only 
a little more than a mile from 
Hopewell, N. J., the center of 
much of the activity surrounding 
the case, 

The place where the body was 
found is on the downward slope of 
a hill directly across the valley 
from the Lindbergh home. Before 
Colonel] Lindbergh’s new home was 
built he and Mrs. Lindbergh lived 
for a time within a mile of the 
place where their child was to meet 
his death, 

Colonel Lindbergh was away 
from home when the body of his 
son was found, He had been for 
several days on a yacht, searching 
for another yacht on which, he 
had been informed, the little boy 
was held prisoner. Mrs. Lindbergh 
and her mother,.Mrs, Dwight W. 
Morrow, were at home. Mrs, Lind- 
bergh will be a mother again in 
August, it was stated by her 
family.

MRS. J. E. FRAZIER 
IN SEC’ND PRIMARY 


MONTGOMERY, May 18.—The 
second or “run-off primary in 
Alabama in many years today was 
ordered by the State Democratic 
Executive Committee, which can- 
vassed the returns from the pri- 
mary of May 8 and found several 
candidates lacking the required 
majority of the vote cast. 

The surprise of the official count 
of the votes of the May 3 primary 
was that Mrs, J. B. Frazier of Bir- 
mingham wag runner-up to Mrs, A. 
Y, Malone of Dothan for Demo- 
cratic national committeewoman 
and Mrs, Frazier stated to The 
Advertiser over long distance last 
night she would be in the race to 
the finish. “My friends insist I 
run to a conclusion,” said Mrs. 
Frazier, ‘and J will have a further 
tatement to make to the voters 
in the next few days.” 

It was at first thought that Mrs. 
Velma Smiley of Birmingham was 
the runner-up to Mrs. Malone but 
the official count left Mrs, Smiley 
in third place, Mrs. Frazier is a 
devoted Democrat who took an ac- 
tive organization and speaking part 
in the Demoeratie campaign of 
1920 that resulted in the defeat of 
Senator Heflin and Hugh Locke. 

Convass of the returns showed 
Senator Hugo L. Black who led 
the field for nomination as United 
States senator to have fallen short 
659 votes of the required majority 
under the primary law of 1931. 
Senator Black polled 92,930 votes. 

Former Gov. Thomas E. Kilhy of 
Anniston, who was runner-up to 
Black, polled 57,875 and the re- 
mainder polled the following vote: 
J. Morgan Burns of Selma, 15,528; 
Charlie C, McCall of Montgomery, 
former attorney general, 11,376, 
and Henry L. Anderton of Bir- 
mingham, 9,476. 

Run-Offs Ordered 

Statewide run-offs were ordered 
for United States senator and for 
national Democratic executive 
committeewoman, with Mrs, A. Y. 
Malone of Dothan and Mrs. J. E. 
Frazier of Birmingham facing each 
other for the honorary post. 

The vote for the four contest- 
ants in this race was: Mrs. Malone, 
54,518; Mrs. Frazier, 35,392; Mrs. 
Velma B. Smiley of Birmingham, 
34,424; Mrs, Belle P. Inge of Mo- 
bile, 19,935. 

Taking precautions against any 
question of legality of the primary, 
the committee moved to declare 
each post vacant and then on for- 
mal motion declared each nominee 
of the primary nominated for the 
post he sought. 

Edmund W. Pettus, State chair- 
man, in making the motions ex- 
plained that the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court 
might affect the Alabama primary. 
Later he explained it was a deci- 
sion affecting the Texas primary 
from which negroes are excluded 
and that it might also be applied 
to Alabama, 

Such a contingency, however, 
was apparently averted by the 
committee’s action in declaring 
each post vacant and the nominat- 
ing of the successful candidate 
from the floor by unanimous com- 
mittee vote. 

Delegate Results 

Run-offs were found necessary 
to complete the delegation to the 
national convention in Chicago in 
June, but the personnel still will 
be all-Roosevelt, as candidates in 
the run-off are designated by the 
Roosevelt forces as pledged to the 
New York governor. 

Second primaries will be held 
in the third, fifth, seventh, ninth 
and tenth districts, 

Delegates declared elected were 
as follows: 

First District: Henry McDaniel, 
of Demopolis, and M. McFountain 
of Monroeville. 

Second: F. B. Bricken of Lu- 
verne and J. M, Robinson of An- 
dalusia. Dr, R. A. Smith in third 
place declined to enter a second 
primary and Robinson was declar- 
ed nominated,

In their earliest experiments, it 
required exposures of three to 
eight hours in bright sunlight to 
secure a photographie copy, but 
the first deguerreotypes were made 
by exposures of about half an 
hour.

Before 1840 the 
only means of preserving the like- 
ness of persons was by the making 
of death masks or through sculp- 
ture, paintings and drawings. 

Now the goal of photographic 
science and art is to produce pic- 
tures in colors direct from the sub- 
ject, toward which some prelimin- 
ary steps have been taken, 

In view of the wonderful ad- 
vances being made in every branch 
of science, it can hardly be doubt- 
ed that direct color photography 
vu one day be an accomplished 
act.
